The grand standg,
which has nseating

hour before the bugler summoned the start-
ors in the firat race to the post. The over-
flow thronged the Inwn until it was alive
with s human mass, while thore ware thou-
sands In the betting ring smong the plungors
of high and low degree, who nover saw tho
veack until the races woro all over. The 104
bookmakers wora kept busy taking in money
and handlng out tickots as they endoavored
to appoase the speculative ambitions 3! 1he
immense pushing and jostling inass of holiday
visitors, Mverybody had monoy and they
vrought it to Morris Park to bot on the groat
Motropolitan handateap. Thaevery aay race-
goer wis sadly hampered in bis offorts to
male his bots and many of them, after run-
ning the risk of losing their wearlug ap-
piarel in the erushing mass In tho ring, wers
glad ta make their eseape and retain their
dosire Lo plungo until the morrow, when the
holiaay crowd will be only a memory,

Consorvative judges estimato the crowa at
between 45,000 and 50,000 people, Socioty
was well reprosented, the club house and
private boxes boing occupled by fashionatie
Now York.

While waiting for the Metropolitan, an-
thusinsm was heightonod by the clever vie-
tory of Dr, Husbrouck in the opening soram-
ble at five furlongs, Correction was the
most faneted of the lot and she was seot Lo
the post tirst cholee 1o the betting at even
money, 'The doctor isa cast-off from the
stuble of Messrs. J. A. and H, A, Morris, the
owners of Morrs Park, ana nlso of Correc-
tion. He vanquished the mare after a hard
atrugele, but it was necessary for him to tle
the rocord, OV secconds, in order to accom-
plish tho feat. This tine proved that the
track was lightoning fast.

Fortunes at Any Odda.

After the third race the bookmiukers posted
odds on the ven starters in the handleap ana
the wir between the pencilers and the spec-
ulators was well under way. For half an
honr tho ring looked for all the world like a
thousand foot bull teams struggling for a
momoent's conversation with the bookmalers.
For & momont there was a little 2 to 1 laid
ngainst  Pessara, The 10,000 men in
tho ring all made & rush for this book-
maker at the same time. A few secured
these odds. They were wild with the tip on
Pessara and forced the bookimakers to out
from 2tolto Grob. The layvors of odds
never flinched, If Pessara lost it moant a
fortune for them. They could not get Hus-
sell, the socond cholee, backed for less than
4t 1, ‘I'he confidence in Jockey Taral's
ability to pllot Pessara first by the judges
waos something remarkable,  There was a
hunared dollars bet on Pessara, whero there
was five bet on Russell.

BEendy for n Great Race.

At the oxpiration of half sn hour an im-
moense gong threshed out a warning that the
horses bad been given the word to go, the
bookmakers wiped the prespiration from
their faces and the crowd rushed over each
other in ao endeavor to gain the lawn and
get a glitnpse of thu fiylng racers, Startor
Rowo gave them an even break, io fact, his
work at the flag this afternoon is worthy of
spocial commendation,

In theopening sixteenth Taral, who had suc-
coeded in gotting Pessara way 1n first piace,
wrappoa the reins avouna his wrist twice
apa proceeded to restrain Pessara's speed as
much ss possible untal the eriticenl point in
the hume stretch was reached, Russell and
Fuiry then drew their bodies by Pessara
and, lapped on each other, pilloted the
bunch up the hill.
